The only addition that I would offer is that the decision to treat the Gold King mine discharge is 
still under consideration. This is because the marginal increase in metals concentrations above 
the historic levels from ongoing mine discharge may not be significant. Predicting this change is 
somewhat complicated but estimates are being made. 

The bigger problem is the combined discharge from 4 abandoned mines of @ 300 million 
gallons per year for the last 6 to 10 years since the American Tunnel was plugged by SGC and 
water levels were caused to rise above the other mines.
